Monuments To People Of No 
Importance May Give Way 
To Tombs Of Famous

Hall of Fame of the British nation, in 
order that future heroes of the na­ 
tion may find a last resting place 
there, the demand is growing that 
instead of adding to the structure, 
existing monuments in the historic 
edifice be overhauled and those not 
worthy of a place there be taken 
away. 
Englishmen prominent in all walks 
oi life urge that on historic and aes­ 
thetic grounds the existing building 
should not be altered and defaced by 
glaring new additions. 
May Remove Some 
In the seventeenth and eighteenth; 
centuries, it is stated, the beauty and j 
sacredness of the Abbey were invaded 1 
by a press of vast, ugly monuments 
to people of the merest temporary 
importance, people who are now for- j 
gotten, and who should never have 
been immortalized there. 
These are 
the monuments which it is urged 
should be removed. 
In Poets’ Comer, so-called because | 
the comer was specially reserved fo r: 
England’s great poets, there is a great I 
monument, towering above everything 
else, of a forgotten Duke of Argyle.' 
Immediately above the tomb of Chau- I 
cer there is a scroll of huge propor-: 
tions, eulogising “John Roberts, Es- ; 
quire, the very faithful secretary of 
the Hon. Henry Pelham, Minister of 
King George the Third, erected by his 
three surviving sisters.” 
Sir Richard Coxe, wine-taster to 
Queen Elizabeth, has a commemora­ 
tive plaque in this corner larger than 
the statue of Shakespeare, while Jos­ 
eph Addison similarly 
extinguishes 
Thackeray and Macaulay.

FLOOD DAMAGE AT 
LAKEWOOD $2,000 


Portion Of Dam Washed Out 
And Dining Hall 
Damaged 


Flod caused by the heavy rains yes­

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A naval 
bundling program to cost $725,000.000 
and designed to bring the American 
navy up to a parity with the British, 
was laid before Congress today with 
the approval of President Coolidge. 
The bill proposes to authorize the 
construction of : 
Twenty-five light, fast cruisers, 
i 
Nine destroyer leaders. 
Thirty-two submarines. 
Five aircraft carriers. 
No time limit was set for the con­ 
struction of the ne^ vessels. 
The program, which was submitted 
in the form of a letter from Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur to Speaker Long- 
worth. follows the “billion dollar" out­ 
line carried yesterday by Internation­ 
al News 8ervice. 
The principal m a­ 
terial difference is the omission in 
the program of any reference at this 
time to appropriating for four new 
battleships for replacements in 1932, 
which would make the entire program 
run well over $1,000.000,000. 
Wilbur’s letter, dated yesterday, de­ 
clared th at the program had been 
submitted to the budget director, who 
stated th a t it was “not in conflict” 
with the President’s fiscal policy or 
views.

PITTSBURGH. Dec. 14—High wat­ 
er menaced the lowlands in this dis­ 
trict again today. An unexpected rise 
of the Allegheny river flooded lower 
Northside streets, forcing several fam­ 
ilies from their homes. 
A large coal barge, heavily laden 
with coal, was tom from its mooring 
and drifted downstream where it cap­ 
sized. Two towboats put out to cap­ 
ture the derelict barge, but it sank 
before they could reach it. 
At 6 a. m.. the flood stage was 
reached and the high water began 
backing into streets on 
the 
lower 
Northside 
As there was no indica­ 
tion that the crest has been reached, 
police details were dispatched to warn 
residents along the riverfront of im­ 
pending danger. 
The rise came unexpectedly and the 
Allegheny is still rising. Heavy rains 
of the last few days raised the level 
here two and a half feet in three 
hours from 3 a m„ to 6 a. m., and 
the river was reported rising at the 
rate of six inches: an hour. 


The weather bureau announced that 
most of the high water is being fed 
into the Allegheny from the Kiski- 
minitas river. 
At the Kiskiminitas 
Junction near the Freeport Dam, the 
w'ater rose two feet above the flood 
stage at 5 a m. 
Boroughs along the Allegheny river j 
reported that the river had been ris­ 
ing slowly since early last night, but 
that the rapid rise began early today. 
At 4 a. m. Oakmont reported that the 
waters of the Allegheny river almost 
covered Twelve Mile Island and that 
many canoes and other small craft 
had been tom away from their moor­ 
ings.
